At about quarter past 
9 o’clock yesterday morning, flames were 
seen issuing from a defective chimney in 
the southeastern part of the building, 
and before anything could be done to 
stay their progress, they had enveloped 
that part of the huge wooden structure. 
Mrs. Ellis, wife of the Dean of the col­ 
lege, first discovered the fire and an 
alarm 
was speedily transm itted 
the 
Department. 
So great a distance had to 
be traversed that the Departm ent did 
not reach the scene until there was no 
hope of saving the building. Under Chief 
M oriarty’s direction the firemen went to 
work with a will, however, and soon had 
the fire under control. 
W hen extin­ 
guished it was found th at the building, 
in the main, had been completely gutted, 
nothing but the west side of tbe house 
remaining unscathed. 
Difficulty waa- 
experienced in pumping water to thft 
flames, the distance and height being so 
great and it was conclusively demon" 
strated th at old “ Confidence” engine No. 
2 is tbe best the departm ent possesses. 
Tliia machine has done service for fifteen 
years, and the youngest engineer in 
the 
departm ent, 
operated 
it. 
It 
took 
both 
of 
the 
new 
machines 
to 
pump 
a 
single stream from the Park lake to the 
building. 
.Considerable furniture was 
saved, but a vast quantity was either 
burned or spoiled by water. 
Dr. FUto, 
owner of the college, estimates the loes 
at about $18,000. 
There was $12,000 in­ 
surance on the building and $4,550 on 
the furniture. 
Ellis College was erected 
in September, 1885. The Doctor says he 
will not rebuild. 
During the fire hun­ 
dreds of people watched the firemen at 
work, and their heroic efforts to ex­ 
tinguish it were oftentimes loudly ap­ 
plauded.

The Outfall Sewer Question 
Laid Over. 


CH INESE 
GAMBLERS 
APPEAR. 


A Proposition to Limit the Number 
of Saloons in the City 
To 218. 


The City 
Council 
m et 
yesterday 
morninp, President H um phreys in the 
Chair and Couneilmen Barrett, Moriarty 
Gibbs, Book, Cohn, Teed, Collins, H il­ 
ler, Sinsabaugh, Bosbyshell, Mathews, 
Chandler and Hanley present. 
Mayor W orkman stated th at he had 
received many com plaints ot the serious 
damage to chimneys and walls of houses 
in the vicinity of Orange street, through 
heavy blasting by the contractor improv­ 
ing a street there. 
H e suggested that 
im mediate steps be taken to check the 
careless blasting, and that an officer be 
designated whose duty it should be to 
give permission for this kind of work. 
He also asked that the City Attorney 
draw an ordinance covering this ground. 
On motion of Mr. Collins the City Attor­ 
ney was instructed to draw the ordinance 
as requested. 
Mayor Workman sent in a message in­ 
closing a notice of injunction, which had 
been served on him to restrain the city 
from beginning work on the proposed 
hospital on the tract set aside by the 
Council for that purpose. 
He asked that 
the City Attorney be instructed to answer 
for the city in the m atter on July 9th. 
Referred to the City Attorney. 
THE RESERVOIR SITE. 
The following message was received 
from the M ayor: “ During the past week 
a deed has been presented to me for sig­ 
nature, the same being in favor of Thos. 
Kelley and others, for a portion of the 
bed of Reservoir No. 4 ana to other land 
to which I believe the city has the per­ 
petual right to overflow. The deed came 
to me unaccompanied by either the report 
of the Land Committee, opinion of the 
City Attorney, notice of legal publica­ 
tion, or even official notification that you 
had referred ihe m atter to me. The only 
abstract I have received is one prepared 
by the firm of Pickett & Kelley, the lat­ 
ter gentleman being the principal claim­ 
ant lo r the deed. 
I would beg of you 
before 1 can take other action, that the 
missing documents be furnished m e.’’ 
Capt. Barrett moved that the necessary 
papers be given to the Mayor. 
He be­ 
lieved that a wrong impression was go­ 
ing around in regard to this matter. The 
city was getting the best of the bargain 
for the absolute title to 40 acres would be 
obtained 
by the exchange of deeds, 
whereas at the present tim e the city has 
only the richt to overflow the land. 
3Ír. Book said th a t he found there 
were some conditions in regard to the 
law which he did not understand when 
he signed the report of the Laud Com­ 
m ittee. and he hoped the m atter would 
be carefully considered. 
Dr. Sinsabaugh agreed with Mr. Book, 
and thought th at the title should have 
been passed upon by some other firm 
than Pickett & Kelly. 
Mr. Cohn moved th a t the Mayor be 
given 30 days’ time to investigate the 
m atter. Carried. 
THE OCTFALL SEWER. 
Mr. Cohn presented the report of the 
Sewer Committee, as follows: 
G e n t l e m e n : Your Sewer Committee 
beg leave to report that an outfall sewer 
can be constructed to the Ballona lake, 
a distance of fourteen m iles; the cost 
will not exceed $250,000. This line can 
be finished and ready for use by January 
1, 1889, if the people’ of the city so desire 
it. 
In order to proceed legally in the 
m atter, we hereby* present to you for 
your approval: 
” First—An ordinance in regard to the 
necessity for an outfall sewer for the 
city of Los Angeles. 
Second—An ordinance calling a special 
election of the qualified electors of the 
city to submit to them the question of 
issuing perm anent municipal improve­ 
m ent bonds. 
Said ordinance calls for 
$250,000 bonds and describes the route 
in detail. 
We further present for your 
adoption a resolution of intention to lay 
a sewer on Main street from N inth to 
W ashington. 
Said resolution is only an 
am endm ent to one you have passed at 
th e last meeting, which resolution was 
not in conformity with the plan adopted 
by your honorable body for sewering the 
city. 
In conclusion we say that the right of 
way* has been secured four-fifths of the 
way and in a very few days we think to 
have the whole route without any ex­ 
pense to the city. Our main aim is to 
run from Ballona to the Lake in an open 
ditch; if so, the city will derive some 
benefit, as the sewage can be used on 
said lands for irrigation—if 
not, the 
whole fourteen miles will have to be 
piped. 
Respectfully subm itted, 
B. C o i i n , 
J. H . B o o k . 
Dr, Sinsabaugh asked if the plan pro­ 
vided for an open ditch, because if it did 
there would be an objection raised by the 
people in the vicinity of the ditch. 
Mr. Cohn replied th at the plan pro­ 
vided for piping the whole distance of 
fourteen miles to Ballona Lake. 
But if 
the property owners would perm it, money 
would be saved by runaing the sewage 
in an open ditch from the Right Mile 
House to the Lake. 
Cierk Teed then read an ordinance 
presented by Mr. Cohn,declaring the ne­ 
cessity of constructing an outfall sewer. 
Mr. H umphreys asked if the sewage 
nm ning into the lake would not create a 
nuisance there. 
Mr. Cohn replied th a t it would not. 
The City Surveyor said that the route 
selected was all right, except that the 
city ought to acquire au additional strip 
of land for a portion of the right-of-way. 
Dr. Sinsabaugh asked if the cost as es­ 
tim ated was right. 
Mr. Lambie, the City Surveyor, said 
that he had not estim ated the cost, but 
this route was much cheaper than the 
one proposed by Mr. Eaton. 
Dr. Sinsabaugh thought that if $250,000 
was not enough the am ount should be in­ 
creased to $300,000. 
Mr. Cohn said th at if it was found that 
a 30-inch sewer was not large enough 
when the city bad grown another 30-inch 
sewer could be run down the Wilmiugton 
route. If the ordinance was adopted the 
outfall sewer would be built by January 
l»t. 
Capt. Barrett said th at a 33-inch sewer 
would carry all the sewage tor a city of 
150,000 people, and th is would not cost 
more than $250,000. 
Mr. Hum phreys asked for further in­ 
formation in regard to the effect of the 
sewage on Ballona lake and the cost. 
Mr. Cohn said that an estimate had 
been made by a contractor and the cost 
would be about $215,000, leaving a mar­ 
gin 6f $35,000 for emergencies. 
The 
question 
was, whether 
the 
Council 
to boild an oatUU w v t or not, 


If it did not, then there was no use in 
talking over the matter. 
Mr. Chandler wanted the m atter sub­ 
mitted to the City Attorney to pass on 
the legality of the proposed issuance of 
the bonds. 
Capt B arrett said that there was no 
question about the power of the city to 
issue bonds. 
This m atter had been 
decided by the best legal talent in the 
State. 
The ordinance declaring the necessity 
of constructing the outfall sewer, and de­ 
scribing the route was again read. 
Mr. 
Chandler thought 
the m atter 
ought to be further considered because 
there were no figures on file showing that 
the cost would be less than $250,000, or 
the right-of-way had been secured. 
Mr. Cohn said he would give bonds to 
do the work, and then read a list of the 
property owners who had given the right- 
of-way without the eoet of a cent to the 
city. 
Dr. Sinsabaugh said that he thought 
that something should be done in the 
m atter right away, and that if the out­ 
fall sewer could be built for $250,000 the 
ordinance ought to be passed. 
Mr. Chandler asked the City Attorney 
as to w hether the proceedings were legal. 
If they were not he did not want to vote 
for the sewer. 
City Attorney Daly said that if the 
ordinance was adopted as read it meant 
that the outfall sewer of brick, as pre­ 
viously provided, would have to be built 
for the reason that there were no other 
plans on file. 
The proper way to pro­ 
ceed was to repeal the other ordinance 
providing for a brick sewer first and 
then file an estimate and plans. 
Mr. Cohn then said the Sewer Com­ 
mittee desired to withdraw its report. 
G ranted. 
Mr. Chandler moved that the City At­ 
torney bring in a report showing the 
correct way to go to work, and that the 
m atter be referred to a committee to re­ 
port. 
Mr. Cohn asked that Mr. Chandler be 
appointed as chairman of the committee, 
for the Sewer Committee would not act 
in the matter. The Sewer Committee 
brought in a report showing that a sewer 
could be constructed for $250,000. The 
report had been rejected, and the people 
know that the Council was responsible 
for the fact that there would be no out­ 
fall sewer by January 1, 1889. 
The Finance Committee reported ad 
versely to the paying of a percentage for 
the sale of the school bonds. The Com­ 
mittee had proposed a plan to the Board 
of Education whereby additional build­ 
ings could be built each year. Recom­ 
mendation adopted. 
Dr. Hagan appeared before the Coun­ 
cil and stated that there was danger of a 
washing out of a portion of Seventh 
street, near the Seventh-street Park. 
Captain Barrett said that the Zanjero 
had been notified to turn off the water 
and this should be done. 
Mr. Collins said that the Zanjero had 
turned the water ofl’, but the people had 
turned it on. 
Captain Barrett moved that the Zan­ 
jero put locks on the gate to prevent the 
people from turning on the water. Car­ 
ried. 
CHINESE GAMDLERS. 
Mr. Chandler said th at a Chinaman 
named Wong Gong desired to make some 
statements to the Council, and asked that 
lie l»e heard. 
The Chinaman, who had been seated 
in the audience appeared and said that 
some time ago thirty-four games of tan 
and lottery were running in the city. All 
but three or four of these paid $30 a 
week into the corruption fund or to peo­ 
ple who said the money was to help pay 
the 
expenses. 
The three or 
four 
games refused to pay their propor­ 
tion and 
then came 
the order to 
close the games, and the thirty games 
had furnished Chinamen to help in keep­ 
ing the other games closed. Now the 
Chinese wanted 
to 
know whether 
they 
could 
go 
on 
with 
the 
games. They were willing to pay $30 
per week into the city, but did not want 
to pay it into tho corruption fund. 
Mr. Colin asked who the money had 
been paid to, and was told to Ah Mow, 
Ah Toy and Ah Him. The payments 
stopped only three weeks ago, since 
which time the games have been closed. 
Having demonstrated that the games 
could be kept closed with the assistance 
of Chinamen 
the 
Chinese gamblers 
wanted to tie paid for the men they fur­ 
nished or to be allowed to pay $30 per 
week per game into the City Treasury. 
Captain Barrett said that the Council 
had no more right to allow a tan game 
to run than any other kind of a game. 
The m atter was dropped when it was 
stated that there was no use in even 
talking over the proposition. 
Major Bonebrake appeared on behalf 
of the Fourth of July Committee and 
asked that $500 or $000 be appropriated 
for the celebration. 
Captain Barrett moved that $500 be 
appropriated from the salary fund for 
this purpose. 
Lost by a vote of 7 to 6. 
Mr. Gibbs offered an ordinance requir­ 
ing that buildings, public halls, etc., 
keep fire-escapes and" fire-extinguishers. 
Adopted. 
Recess until 1 :30 o’clock.

Mr. Chandler moved that $299 be ap­ 
propriated for the celebration of the 
Fourth. He had voted against the ap- 
priation of $500 because he thought it too 
much. Motion carried. 
Captain Barrett moved that $150 be al­ 
lowed the Fire Departm ent for expenses 
on the Fourth. Carried. 
A contract to put in a 30-inch storm 
water drain at the Seventh Street Park 
was read and approved. 
The report of the Board of H ealth, as 
published i n Saturday’s H e r a l d , w a s 
read and adopted. 
The office of Police Surgeon was de­ 
clared vacant, and Dr. J . J. Choate was 
elected to fill the vacancy. 
Chief Cuddy called attention to the 
rules lately applied by the street car 
companies, ana especially by the Second 
Street Cable Co. The rule of the Police 
Department require that all police offi­ 
cers attend fires, and Ihe street car com­ 
panies are required to allow the officers 
to ride free. 
Yesterday an alarm of fire 
was sent in from the Ellis College, and 
four officers had started to ride out on 
the Second Street Cable Road, and were 
requested to pay their fares or get off.

SALOON LICENSES. 
Mr. Chandler said he had found that 
there had been 218 liquor licenses grant 
ed during June. 
Of these, 18 were new, 
and according to the census there w as 
one saloon for every 217 people. He asked 
that the Clerk be instructed to notify the 
Police Commission to grant no more li­ 
censes this year. 
Capt. Barrett moved to lay the motion 
on the table. 
Lost by a vote of 7 to 5. 
Mr. Chandler said th a t he had heard 
the Chief of Police say th at one hundred 
of the saloons now in operation were dis­ 
orderly. 
Mr. Collins thought these should be 
suppressed, and the good men should not 
be shut out because a few bad m en were 
in the business. 
Dr. Sinsabaugh was in sym pathy with 
Mr. Chandler’s motion, and said that 
Üie Council was Democratic, and it was 
for the Democrats to say w hether the 
saloons should be m ultiplied or not. 
Captain Barrett replied that the in­ 
creasing of saloons was not a Democratic 
measure, and the attack upon the Dem­ 
ocratic party was as should have been 
expected from a partv of fanatics who 
had done nothing but talk about gamb­ 
ling and saloon licenses. There was not 
a gentleman present who did not keep a 
bottle of whisky in his house, and it was 
not right that the blame should be put 
on the Democratic party. 
The issuance 
of licenses was discretionary with the 
police Commission and that body should 
see that improper 
places should be 
closed, but other good men should not 
be kept from getting licenses. 
Mr. Bosbyshell said he belonged to no 
temperance society, would take a drink 
if he wanted it, but he was opposed to 
the too free use of liquors and the m ulti­ 
plying of saloons. 
Mr. ( iibbs thought it was the duty of 
the Police Commission to close up’the 
bad places and not to prevent others 
from obtaining licenses. 
Mr. Book said it took 3 policemen to 
take care of each saloon, and there was 
therefore no profit in the $50 licenses. 
The fewer saloons the better. 
Mr. Collins disproved the statem ent of 
Mr. Book by stating that there were only 
seventy policemen of 660, as he would in­ 
dicate when he said that there were 
three to each saloon. 
He agreed th at it 
was the duty of the Police Commission 
to close disreputable places, but was not 
in favor of shutting other applicants out. 
The vote on Mr. Chandler’s motion 
was as follows: 
Ayes—Messrs. Bosbyshell, Chandler, 
Book, Mathews, Sinsabaugh, Teed and 
Humphreys. 
Noes—Messrs. Barrett, Collins, Gibbs 
Hanley and M oriarty. Motion carried. 
Captain Barrett changed his vote to 
aye and gave notice to reconsider in two 
weeks. 
Mr. Gibbs moved that the Chief of Po­ 
lice be instructed to investigate the con 
dition of all the saloons in th e city and 
report to 
the Poiice Commissioners. 
Carried. 
MISCELLANEOUS BUSINESS. 
The report of the Board of Public 
Works as published in Sunday’s H e r a l d 
was read and adopted. 
The Committee on Naming Streets re­ 
ported that a num ber of instances had 
been found where several streets had re­ 
ceived the same name. 
Referred to 
Mr. McLaughlin to arrange the details 
of renaming the streets. 
The City Clerk was instructed to notify 
the Electric Railroad Company to place 
its track on Seventh street on the grade 
of the street. 
Dr. Sinsabaugh moved th a t the m atter 
of the construction of the outfall sewer 
be referred to the City Attornej’, City 
Surveyor and the Sewer Committee. 
Carried. 
The Secretary of the South Side Irri­ 
gation Company appeared and asked 
that it have half of the water of Zanjas 
No. 2, 3 and 4. 
Referred to the Zanja 
Committee. 
Capt. Barrett moved th a t the Street 
Superintendent 
repair 
the 
Downey 
avenue bridge, so that people can cross. 
Carried. 
The City Attorney filed an opinion 
stating that he knew of no legal obliga­ 
tion resting upon the city to force it to 
take the sewage from the South Side 
Irrigation Company. 
On motion of Mr. Chandler the propo­ 
sition of the Company to turn the sew­ 
age over to the city was rejected. 
Dr. Sinsabaugn was appointed in Mr. 
Lovell’s place on the Sewer Committee. 
The recommendations of the Eire Com­ 
missioners, as published in Sunday’s 
H e r a l d , were adopted as read. 
The Police Commissioners asked per­ 
mission to increase the force two men. 
Denied.

Nowhere on the American con­ 
tinent can one find a region which more 
nearly approaches enchantm ent than 
Inglewood, and when one reflects that it 
is all the work of a few years of energetic 
and faithful effort on a soil which was 
deemed worthless for all purposes but 
sheep pasture one’s wonder attains the 
superlative point.

THE FISK OliRE THREATENS IT. 


T h e Pomona Times stated a day or two 
ago th at there had been shipped from 
Southern California during the season 
twenty-seven carloads of oranges. The 
figure seemed to us excessive, and if cor­ 
rect it breaks the record. 
A H e r a l d re­ 
porter has taken the m atter up for in­ 
vestigation, and so far as he has pro­ 
ceeded it begins 
to 
look as if the 
estim ate is not far out of the way. 
One 
of the railroad companies reports the 
absolute shipm ent of 
one 
thousand 
carloads over its lines to the East. This 
company estimates that it carried eight 
hundred carloads to points on this coast. 
The other road is yet to hear from, 
only two thousand five hundred or even 
two thousand carloads have been shipped 
the showing is most gratifying. 
The 
lowest num ber means six hundred thou­ 
sand boxes of this 
fruit. 
At 
two 
hundred 
oranges 
to 
the box that 
would be one hundred and twenty mil­ 
lions 
of 
the 
golden 
spheres. 
If 
they sold at $2 per box, our orchardists 
have pocketed nearly a million and a 
quarter dollars for their orange crops. 
The idea that orange culture in this 
section is falling into decay is a great 
mistake. 
Groves here about Los Ange­ 
les have been neglected, because the land 
has 
been 
called 
into 
requisition 
for homes. 
But the groves at Riverside, 
at Anaheim and at Santa Ana are as 
well cared for and as profitable as ever. 
There is a net profit of # 5 0 0 an acre in 
orange 
culture 
under 
the 
beBt 
conditions, and that profit can be re­ 
lied upon one year with another far more 
confidently than the W estern farmer can 
trust to get $10 an acre out of wheat 
growing. 


I t m u s t be a very bitter reflection to our 
Republican friends to know that while 
they have thrown away the German and 
Libera! vote by the sumptuary law plank 
which was adopted by their National 
Convention, they have not conciliated 
the Prohibitionists in the least thereby.

W ashington, July 2.—In the Senate 
the conference report on the legislative 
appropriation bill was presented and 
concured in. The Senate then took up 
the River and Harbor bill, the committee 
am endments to which had been reserved 
on Saturday for separate votes. 
The dem and for a separate vote on the 
Hennepin Canal am endm ent was w ith­ 
drawn by Vest on suggestion that the 
question might be left to the conference 
committee, but subsequently a motion 
to reconsider was made by Sherman. 
As to the am endm ent abolishing the 
Missouri River Commission, Vest offered- 
to withdraw it at the request of Paddock, 
but Plumb insisted on a vote being taken 
and made an argum ent against a fur­ 
ther continuance of the commission. 
In the course of the discussion Hoar 
made a vehem ent denunciation of the 
criticism and abuse so generally indulged 
in by some Senators and by newspapers 
in relation to the River and Harbor bill. 
He had got sick, he said, of hearing 
Senators trying to blacken the characters 
of their associates in public life by charg­ 
ing th at the river and harbor bills were 
made of miserable bargains, log rollings 
and cheatings. 
Vest took the responsibility of saying 
that legislation on the river and harbor 
bills were not free from criticism. 
Hoar—But are the proposed appropria­ 
tions honest items or not ? 
Vest—That is another question. I un­ 
dertake to say for the Committee on Com­ 
merce we have honestly tried to do our 
duty, but we have put appropriations in 
this bill against our own judgment, cer­ 
tainly against my judgm ent, because we 
have been overwhelmed by personal so­ 
licitation. 
At the close of a long discussion the 
am endment abolishing the Missouri River 
Commission was disagreed to. 
Palm er offered an am endm ent appro­ 
priating $350,000 for the purchase of Por­ 
tage Lake an<I Lake Superior ship canals. 
Agreed to. 
Sherm an said he would not object on 
his motion to reconsider the vote agree­ 
ing to the Hennepin Canal am endm ent, 
although he was opposed to it. The bill 
was then passed as originally reported 
from the Senate Committee on Com­ 
merce. 
It originally appropriated $21,­ 
502,783; as it finally passed the Senate, 
it appropriates $22,474,783, having been 
increased by the Senate $912,000. 
On motion of Hoar, the Fisheries 
Treaty and Morgan’s resolution there­ 
upon were postponed till Tuesday of next 
week. 
Turpie then proceeded to address the 
Senate on the President’s tariff message. 
In the course of his speech he said pro­ 
duction was a good Bervant but a bad 
master.

commercial rights and franchises. 
It was this that was proposed by the 
message of the President.

summation of this would not be retarded 
or prevented by the action of the Chica­ 
go Convention. 
The candidate of the 
Chicago Convention was a well beloved 
and chosen representative of the rank 
and lawless growth of 
incorporated 
power. 
He 
would

be­ 
friend, protect and encourage American 
industries by the highest and most pro­ 
hibitory and unnecessary restrictions, 
and by the perm itted immigration of 
Chinese. 
Although he was a man of no 
small capacity and great m ental force, 
he had that which was not often found 
with such qualities, a harsh intolerance 
which treated dissent as idiocy.

ted for stage robbery. It is said a reward 
of one thousand dollars was offered for 
his arrest. Langlet was released to-day 
in fifty dollars bail to await the uction of 
the grand jury. 


THE HORTICULTURISTS. 
At the semi-annual meeting of the 
State Board of Horticulturists to-day the 
report of Secretary Lalong was made, 
devoting much attention to olive culture. 
The Secretary reports that this has be­ 
come a prominent industry, but much 
adulteration exists. The Secretary re­ 
ported having found five brands of 
spurious oil for sale in the local markets. 
They are labeled as having been put up 
at Sierra Madre, Santa Maria and from 
San Bernardino olive groves. 
The report of General Vallejo, Treas­ 
urer, shows that no balance remains of 
the legislative appropriation of $20,000 
for the thirty-eighth and thirty-ninth 
fiscal years, and the need of a larger 
appropriation is urged. The mailing list 
of the present year numbers over twelve 
thousand. 
State inspector of Fruit Pests Klee also 
reported on work done since April, and 
in the general discussion of the subject it 
waa agreed to have committees appoint­ 
ed on increased appropriation and on 
laws regarding insect pests. A commit­ 
tee was appointed to report on oil tests as 
made by Secretary Lelong. 
It was de­ 
cided to hold the next Convention in 
Chicago, November next. 
The petition of the San Joaquin dis­ 
trict, asking for the removal of W. C. 
West, of Fresno, from the office of Com­ 
missioner, on account of his not being a 
citizen of the United States, was referred 
to the Governor, with the request that 
his successor be appointed. 


D O M IN IO N D A Y . 


(¿rand Celebration at Vancouver— 
Sporting Programme. 


V a n c o u v e r , July 2 .—The celebration 
here of Dominion Day was a great suc­ 
cess. Thousands came by steamer and 
railway from the surrounding country.

An unfortunate disaster marred the fes­ 
tivities by the capsizing of a sail boat, 
whereby the owner, Ralph Russell, and 
seaman of H. M. S. Caroline were 
drowned. A man named D. B. Jackson, 
believed to have come originally from 
Davenport, was found yesterday on the 
shore with his throat cut. It is supposed 
he was murdered. 


Killed by (lie Cars. 
S a c r a m e n t o , July 2 .—This evening, as 
the train was leaving Sacramento for 
Folsom, the engine struck Henry A. 
Caulifield, throwing his body upon the 
pilot. 
Death was instantaneous. 
His 
neck was broken, besides his skull being 
crushed. 
Caulifield was one of Sacra­ 
mento’s earliest citizens, and his name 
will always be associated with its history. 
He was one of the leaders in the famous 
squatter riots, and at one time was 
considered quite wealthy, possessing a 
large quantity of valuable land in the 
city and vicinity. Disputes over the title 
to this property led to numberless law­ 
suits and fights, in one of which he killed 
\V. G. English, a prominent real estate 
dealer, and served a term of years in San 
Quentin therefor.

Nearly two hundred miles of exten­ 
sions of the Southern Pacific Railroad in 
California were opened to regular traffic 
July 1st. 
Ed. WaleB, a blacksmith, while en­ 
deavoring to stop a runaway team at San 
Jose, fell beneath the wheels, which 
crushed his skull, killing him instantly. 
The vote taken on the question of a 
$00,000 tax for public water works at 
Colton,-was earned by an overwhelming 


majority, only two votes being cast 
against it. 
Colin Campbell, a prominent citizen of 
Baker City, Ore., was murdered at his 
mine on the Snake river Sunday.

J. A. Sullivan, of Oceanside, was 
knocked out in the tenth round by Tom 
Smith, of Liverpool, in a fight to the 
finish with skin gloves, near Tia Juana, 
on Sunday. Sullivan had the best of the 
fight up to the fifth round. 


PROTECTION TO LABOR. 


W hat M echanics Think of the Re­ 
publican National Ticket. 
A H e r a l d man yesterday visited the 
headquarters of the several leading man­ 
ufactories of Los Angeles. The object of 
the visit was to ascertain, if possible, 
the feeling of skilled and unskilled labor­ 
ing men regarding the nominees for the 
Presidency and Vice-Presidency put for­ 
ward by the late Republican and Demo­ 
cratic National Conventions. In each 
instance the H e r a l d man asked and wfs 
cordially granted permission to converse 
with the employees, but it should be 
stated the topic discussed between the 
reporter and the men with whom he 
conversed was unknown to their employ­ 
ers. 
The first place visited was the leading 
machine and foundry works of the city. 
There the reporter took advantage oi an 
opportunity to talk with three employees 
who are known as skilled artisans. Con­ 
cerning the nominees a foreman in one 
of the departments said : 
“ la m a Knight of Labor; have been 
one now nearly five years. 
Was always 
in favor of unions in all departments of 
labor. 
The great platform plank, cr, 
if you will have it, principle of our organ­ 
ization is naturally protection to labor. 
Therefore we would, or should favor and 
vote for the nominees of the party ac­ 
cording us the most benefit in this di­ 
rection. 
Had Mr. Blaine been nomi­ 
nated at Chicago I myself would have 
voted for him. I shall not vote for Mr. 
Harrison because he has demonstrated 
throughout his public career that he is 
no friend of the laboring man.’’ 
“ How about bis attitude on the Chi­ 
nese question?” 
“ Well, I have lived on this coast now 
nearly eighteen years. I think he will 
be knocked out of time from here to Ore­ 
gon and in that State too, despite the 
wool question, the other side will get 
more votes than were ever before given 
the Democratic party. Its majority along 
the sea coast, I think to a certainty, will 
be the largest ever known. Of Mr. Mor­ 
ton I know nothing. He is a wealthy 
man and has as little idea of |what the 
manual laborer needs, as the average 
millionaire has. I am sorry, but I think, 
as I know a whole lot of working people 
do, that the Convention made a mistake 
in placing General Harrison and Mr. 
Morton on the ticket. It never can win, 
because, despite political partisanship, 
the labor vote, and 
it is a strong 
one, will 
be 
cast 
in 
a direction 
where bread and bu* ter is not at stake. 
The laborer wants protection to labor 
and will vote to get it, but he knows that 
the chances are Blim of obtaining it 
under 
an administration that is not 
sound. 
Millionaire interests do not 
favor high wages.” 
A merchant, a young man, was next 
addressed. Said he: 
“ Yes, I’m a Republican from princi­ 
ple. 
I have cast two Presidential votes, 
both Republican. I can’t do it this time! 
Harrison favors naturalizing Chinese. 
That knocks him with me in the first 
place. 
On the question of organized la­ 
bor he is unsound. 
Then he knows 
nothing of the needs of the working­ 
man. 
He has been rich and prosperous 
all his life, and the working people have 
come to think he knows and cares noth­ 
ing for us. 
It is a Capital ticket and not 
an anti-monopoly one, as it was prom­ 
ised 
it 
should 
be. 
I 
shall 
vote 
for 
Cleveland and 
Thurman 
because more Government work has 
been done under the paBt administration 
and more workingmen employed to do it 
than during the past twenty years; and 
more will be done, we think, by those 
who have started in to do it than by 
those who would just step into power", 
especially by such men as our party 
nominees.” 
“ Harrison, I find, favored the coming 
of Chinese to this country,” said a 
moulder, an Irishman,who said he voted 
for General Grant when he ran for office 
the first time and had voted for the 
nominees of the Republican party since 
that time. “That will knock him out 
alone. The whole country is aroused 
over this Chinese question, and this 
coast will wage a bitter fight against 
Harrison, because outside of favoring 
their coming here he favored a scheme 
to naturalize them as citizens. I don’t 
profess to know 
much 
about 
the 
tariff; in 
fact I 
never 
heard 
it 
discussed. 
But I do believe that the 
Mills bill, if amended somewhat. w*ould 
benefit the country. Why ? Because it 
would reduce the cost of most of the 
actual necessities of life to the aboring 
man. Wages have been constantly get­ 
ting lower in this country, but I notice 
the cost of living remains just as it used 
to be. We have been pros{>erous enough 
the past four years, and I for one am 
satisfied. 
If anybody but Harrison or 
Gresham had been put up I would have 
voted for him, but I can’t stomach Har­ 
rison. 
Of Mr. Morton I know nothing; 
but then when the head of your ticket 
don’t suit you, you generally don’t let 
the tail bother you. Why didn’t they 
give us a man dead sound on labor 
issues if they want us to get the party 
into power again ? 
The whole business 
looks like machine politics to me any­ 
how.” 
The railway yards were next visited. 
There five men, mechanics, machinists 
and oilers were interviewed. One would 
vote for Harrison and Morton. Four, all 
of them Republicans, emphatically stated 
they would not. Being asked why they 
said that, entirely outside of his stand on 
the Chinese issue, they opposed him be­ 
cause of his attitude on the labor issue. 
“ Harrison is not our man,” said one 
switch engine driver. 
“He is opposed 
to united labor, to unions, etc. We don’t 
know much about the tariff, but we have 
learned that unity in labor produces just 
as much good as unity in politics. The 
time has come when the workingman 
must look out for himself, and I believe 
we are safe as we are.” 
A “straw” vote, it was ascertained,had 
been taken among the switchmen and 
employees just five days 
after 
the 
nomination of Harrison and Morton was 
announced. It was stated 174 votes had 
been taken. The vote was as follows: 
Cleveland and Thurman, 151; Harrison 
and Morton, 18, scattering, 5. 


A CHINAMAN KILLED. 


ResiiK of a Quarrel Over a (¿amb­ 
ling Table. 
A row between two Chinamen, Ah 
Sung and Ah Sow, occurred in China­ 
town, at Anaheim, on Sunday last. The 
two, it seems, were engaged at a gaming 
table and ¡quarreled. 
Ah Sow struck 
Ah Sing, and a general fight between all 
present ensued. The fuss was finally 
settled and the game resumed. After 
about an hour’s play Sung and t-fow 
again quarrelled. This time Sow struck 
his opponent a fearful blow beneath the 
eyes that felled him to the floor. Officers 
interfered and arrested Ah Sow. He 
was fined $10 for battery, paid it, and 
was discharged. Meanwhile the blow re­ 
ceived by Ah Sung was bo painful that he 
was forced to take to his bed, A Chinese 
doctor was called in and treated Ah 
Sung. 
Yesterday Ah Sow came to this 
city, and in the afternoon Ah Sung died 
of concussion of the brain. 
Sung’s relatives telegraphed the dead 
man’s brother here to have Sow arrested, 
and Coroner Meredith was asked to go 
to Anaheim to hold an inquest. 
Late 
last night Sung’s brother went to the 
Police Headquarters and notified Officer 
Berry that the murderer, Sow, was at the 
Chinese theatre. 
Berry visited that 
place and the man was pointed out to 
him. He arrested him and charged him 
at the station with murder. 
Sow says 
he did not strike Sung, and professes to 
know nothing about the case. 
Coroner 
Meredith will go to Anaheim to-day and 
hold an inquest over the dead China­ 
man’s remains.

The defendants were 
brought before Justice King, who fixed 
Methvin’s bond at $500 and Arguello’s at, 
$200. Each must appear in court at 10 
o’clock this morning with bondsmen. 
Immediately after this Methvin swore to 
a warrant charging Cruz with disturbing 
the peace. The latter was arrested and 
released until this morning when he will 
appear before Judge Austin. It is un­ 
derstood Arguello will prefer an addi­ 
tional charge against Cruz of disturbing 
the peace. At 4 o’clock Cruz filed writ­ 
ten charges against ollicers Methvin and 
Arguello with Chief Cuddy.

G e t t y s b u r g , July 2 .—The second day 
of the re-union opened clear and beauti­ 
ful ; no cloud menaced the enjoyment of 
th e visitors, and the terrible battle of 
twenty-five years ago was on the lips of 
every one. Trains w ith thousands of 
passengers rolled into the town and the 
crowd increased until the place was filled 
fuller than at any tim e since the m em or­ 
able days of 1863. 
At 10 o’clock the 
first regiments of Green’s Brigade, the 
78th, 102nd, 60th, 137th and 149th New 
York, dedicated their monuments on 
Gulp's H ill, and immediately afterwards 
the re-union 
of 
the 
brigade 
was 
held. 
Major-General 
H enry 
J. 
Slo­ 
cum, 
who 
commanded 
the 
right 
of the Federal line during the battle, 
and Brigadier-General George S. Green, 
the Brigade Commander,made addresses. 
At the same hour the Pickett Excelsior 
Brigade, made up of the 70th, 71st, 72d, 
73d and 74th New York Regiments, met 
a t the site of the brigade monument and 
held dedicatory exercises. 
Owing to 
some unexplainable trouble the monu­ 
m ent, the position of which is near the 
peach orchard, is not finished, and the 
foundation is the only thing in 
place. 
General Pickett was to have unveiled the 
memorial, but this was dispensed with. 
Dr. Buckley, former Chaplain of the 
Seventy-first regiment, made a prayer, 
Dr. Twitchett delivered an oration, and 
Dr. 
Buckley 
read 
an 
original 
poem entitled “ Excelsior.” Appropriate 
musical 
selections 
interspersed 
the 
exercises. At 9 :30 o’clock the members 
of the Irish Brigade, composed of the 
Sixty-third, Sixty-ninth 
and 
Eightv- 
eighth New York’ Infantry, marched to 
the Catholic church, where the requiem 
m ass for those who fell in battle was 
celebrated by Fathers Suittel aud Corby. 
It was the latter who, just before the 
brigade went into battle on the afternoon 
of the 2d, blessed and absolved the 
kneeling brigade on the battle-field in 
the presence of General Hancock and 
others 
in 
view 
of 
both 
armies. 
After m ass to-day the brigade proceeded 
to the monum ent near the back of the 
Devil’s Den, where exercises of dedica­ 
tion were held. General Robert Nugent 
and Dennis F . Burke made addresses, 
and Mrs. Rice Knox and other ladies 
led the singing. This afternoon a busi­ 
ness meeting of the Society of the Armies 
of the Potomac was held at 4 :30 o’clock.

H erbert Gladstone sat by O’Don­ 
nell’s side. 
The Times was represented 
by Attorney-General Sir Henry James, 
M r.Lumbley Smith and William Graham 
G wynne. 
Mr. Ruegg in presenting the case 
for the plaintiff declared that O’Donnell 
was not in sympathy with the Irish ex­ 
trem ists but held their methods in detes­ 
tation. The Timet had no ground for 
coupling his name with that party, and 
plaintiff claims £50,000 damages. Ruegg 
also said that O’Donnell had not been 
connected 
with 
the 
Parnell 
party 
since 1884. 
Ruegg’s voice was not strong and his 
tone monotonous. The impression crea- 
ated upon the auditors was not altogether 
agreeable and the Court did not appear 
particularly interested. 
The first witness called was Henry W. 
Lucy, editor of the Daily News.

h e considered th at the reference in the 
article included O’Donnell. 
At this juncture Parnell entered the 
court-room and took a seat between T. P.

On cross-examination Lucy gave testi­ 
m ony which tended to prove that O’Don­ 
nell was present at National League 
meetings where violent speeches, incit­ 
ing to m urder and arson, were made and 
against which he uttered no protest.

Was born March 5th, 1847, at Middle- 
bury, New York, and at the age of three 
years, with his parents, went to IHinois, 
where he was nursed to young manhood. 
His educational advantages were very 
limited, and his experience, such as was 
incidental to a farm life in the West. At 
the age of 22, he moved to Iowa and 
made his home at W ebster City and en­ 
gaged in the grain and live stock trade, 
to which he afterwards united the lum­ 
ber trade, and after ten years of success­ 
ful effort, he united with other capital­ 
ists in forming the Farm ers’ National 
Bank of W ebster City, of which institu­

les, California, he gently fell asleep. 
Mr. Mattice was a thorough business 
man and devoted himself with single­ 
ness of purpose to the accumulation of 
wealth to the neglect of more im portant 
and weighter m atters. The last year of 
his life he became a diligent and earnest 
student of God’s word, a simple and 
sincere believer in JesuB Christ as his 
personal 8&viour, and connected himself 
with the Methodist Episcopal Church. 
Though often deprived from regular at­ 
tendance on the services of the sanctu 
ary, he was not w ithout the comforts and 
consolations of religion, for his home 
was a veritable Bethel, and bis own 
room was 
vocal 
with 
prayer 
and 
praise. To those who were privileged 
to 
be 
with 
him 
a t 
such 
seasons and services, it was a real re­ 
freshing from on high. 
The simple 
childlike trust, the sweet spirit of lo7e 
and patience, and the experience of an 
ever present Saviour to support and sus­ 
tain him , seemed to rob death of its ter­ 
rors. H e seemed to lose no opportunity 
to testify to the provisions of the Chris- 
tain faith, and often he would sa y : “ It 
is worth more than all the world beside.” 
“ I see now it is the pearl of great price. 
There Beemed to be but one regret, and 
that was that he had done so little for 
Christ. 
He was a dutiful son. an af­ 
fectionate husband, a fond parent, a 
kind neighhíor, a loyal citizen and above 
all, a trusting, obedient and loving child 
of God. He left a wife and two children 
one son and one daughter, to mourn his 
loss, honory his memory and emulate 
his virtues.
